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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


To the citizens of the town of Meredith the following re- 
port is respectfully submitted : 

During the past year there has been a gratifying improve 
ment in some ef your schools, in others the progress has not 
_ been so satisfactory. 

In the less favored schoois the fault may be consistently 
charged to several circumstances combined, which asoveye 
are in the way of progress when:suffered to exist. 

Inefficient teacbers, irregular atterdance of scholars, and 
a want of any manifest interest on the part of pareuits. 

A majority of the teachers employed in town the past year 
were very good, a few superior, who were energetic and 
faithful to the interests of their pupils. There were others 
who seem to have had learning enough from text books, but 
wanting in tact to goverp,and “capacity to teach, Indolence i in 
teachers is alinost intolerable in the school-room as ignor- 
ance. 7. 

The intermittent or spasmodic way some scholars in al- 
most every district attend school, marks a positive injury to 
themselves, and the whole school. The parent who allows 
his child to be tardy does not estimate the amoutit of loss to 
the child or injury to the school, During one term of eleven 
weeks when the average attendance was thirty seven, the 
number of times tardy was three hundred and fifty six. In 
another school 0: thirty-two scholars, the average attendance 
wus twenty-three, and in such districts is heard more com- 
plaints from parents, of poor teachers than in districts where 
there is more regular attendance. 

It is the opinion of the committee that parents are remiss 
in the duties to their children, when they suffer them to be 
out of the school-room during school hours, unless through 
some unavoidable cause. 

Parents visits your schools often and learn by personal 
observation whether or not your children have provided for 
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them a suitable person for a teacher, a commiodions and in 
every way comfortable school-room, and all other appliances 
necessary, to their rapid improvement in their studies, 

The school-houses in town are vo better that a year ago. 

District No.7 has a very fine house, really the bestin town, 

District No. 6 also bas a good house. In districts Nos. 8, 
9, 10, 12 & 17 are very good houses, In No. 4 is a house 
rood tor nothing, save an excuse for not balding, “Phe 
fixed apology ts, ‘cannot agree on location.” 

The same remarks would be justly applicable to No. 5. 

District No. 1 & 2—The summer teri was taught by Miss 
Julia A. Eaton, of Meredith. Order and progress thir. 

Phe winter term was under the instruction of Mr. F. 
M. Cawley, of that district, progress go od, 
_ District No. 8—The summer tert was tanght by Miss 
Nelie h. Plummer. Order and progress ordinary. 

District No. 8—The summer and winter tern: were tauy at 
by Miss Mary J. Prescott, of that district. Summer tel vp.

A. Lovjoy of Meredith. Order in this school was somewhat 
variable, ‘the diligence and progress of most of the scholars 
commendable, 

The suinmer and winter tervas in the lower departinent 
were taught by Miss Anna J. Young of that district. Miss 
Young is an efficient teacher, sustains good order by mild 
measures, and the progress of her pupils iv this school has 
been wonderful truly. 

The winter termina m the higher department was taught by 
My William Daniels of Rumney. This teacher secured 
and sustained good order throughout the whele teri of 
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eleven weeks, and has the diappy feeulty of varying his 


methods of comumpication, and adapting them to the- 


capacities of his scholars. 

The progress in all the branches was good. 

Tn district No 6—Miss Anvie B. Thoms of Frybury Me’ 
wis employed to teach the one term of eight we2ks. 

This -chool did not receive the fall value of the money ex- 
pended, 

Pot a man into this school and not fail. 

District No. 7. (Union wire Laconia.)\—The summer 
& fool was taught by Miss Eliza Doe of Laconia. Miss Doe 
s stained ber usualiy good reputation as a teacher, and gave 
i piversel gatistuction to the district, 

The winter terin in district No, 7—was taught by Miss E. 
£. B. Sweat of Sandwich, who gave very general satisiaction 
to parents and scholars, 

The winter tern: in district No, 8—was taught by Miss F. 
A. Plummer of Alexandria, who is’a teacher of large ex- 
perience, and was very successful in ber unremitting endea- 
vours to help her pupils this term, 

The one term in district No, 9—was taught by Miss S. J. 
Dearborn of New Hampton. Oreer in this school might 
have been better. Still the energetic industry of the teacher 
resulted in very commendable improvement in most of the 
studies, 

Districts Nos. 9. and JO—should be united and have two 
terms, each of which would be nearly as large as the one 
term they have now, 


District No. 10 (OnE Term Fatu)—This term was taught 
by Miss M. J. Glidden of that district. The small classes ip 
reading made marked Oe eae and the progress in all 
other studies was very good. 


District No. 11. (ONE TERM Winter)—Taught by Mixs 
Ellen B. Plummer of Meredith. The school was not vi ited 
by the committee at the close of the term, (no notice having 
heen given.)

District No, 12—This school was under the instruction of 
Miss Auna J. Young of Meredith, who has the reputation of 
being a successful teacher, which. reputation she has well 
sustained in this district. 

The progress aud appearence of this.school was excellent 

District No, 13—This school was taught by Mrs Christie 
Swain ot that district, who has co nducted it very profitably 


- 
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for the pupils under her care. The progress was good, and 
the thoroughness of recitation commendable. 

District No. 14—Umon with New Hainton. Reported in 
that. town this vear. . 

District No. 15—-The two short terms of only five weeks 
eacli Were taught by Miss Lizzie Carleton of New Hampton, 

She is a very young teac lier, but has successfally managed 
this school, both in order and instruction. 

Here are so very few scholars that the fire and energy of 
competition are wanting. 

District No 16—This school was taught by Miss Nellie F. 
Ladd of Alexandria, who conducted it with a very fair degree 
of success. 

The majority of the scholars made very good progress. 

{tis not our habit to play «upon the tune of old schoo!- 
houses in areport, but we do hope for the sake of tiie health 
of the children and theit advancement in education, that this 
district, (and we say tle same of Nos. 13 and 15) will not 
wait for a “ subsidy” from Congress to build a new house, or 
most sensibly repair the old one. 

District No. 17—The school was taught by Miss Mary A, 
Robinson of Sanbornton. She is a teacher of some experi- 
ence, and has conducted this school very successtully. She 
secured the good will of the pupils, insisted upon thorough 
recitations, and consequently the progress was good in almost
